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Review on tlie Forest Report. 


Area.- There has been Jio alteration under this head or under that of 
the fuel and fodder reserve, the total area remaining the same 
as last year. 

Boundaries. — The rubble-stone pillars have been replaced by pusca ones, 
and the Kutcha pillars whitetTOsbed. 

Timber Dep6t. — A Timber Depot has been opened at Sojat and its 
results are still avraited. 

Survey. — Survey work is progressing satisfactorily, the Desuri range 
having already been surveyed and that of the Sojat range has 
nearly been completed. 

General rnoTECTioN and breacres of the law. — There has been a 
noticeable decrease in the number of forest offences by the 
criminal tribes and the Grassias, which is said to be due to a 
splendid crop of grass and fodder 3'ielding .shrubs outside the 
forest limits, and to the same cause may be ascribed the fall 
in the number of cattle grazed. 

Forest fires — The forests have comparatively been safe this year. 

As there was plenty of grass outside, the Superintendent 
seems right in his conjecture that forest fires arc the doings 
of the gr.aziers who have had no occ.i.sion this year to go into 
the forests. The Meywar Jagirdars still continue to stand 
aloof and render no assistance in the matter. 

Natural heproduction. — Was rather poor which is ascribed to the 
trees bearing no fruit and consequently no seed during the 
last famine. 

Artificial REPRODF.CTioN. — Was tolerably satisfactory. The gardens 
and arboriculture wore also properly looked after. 

Yield and Working. — The total out-put of timber and fuel has great- 
ly declined in comparision w'ilh that of the previous year and 
it is said to be duo to a heavy storage of timber during the 
famine year when the labour was cheap. 

F i.vANCi A L RESULTS. — During the last year there was a heavy deficit 
but this yc.ar there has been a small surplus of Ha-SYG/ which 
it is expected will improve in better years.

irJIRODUCTION. 


1 . The famine relief operations of last year pushed good deal in this 
year and these operations followed by heavy rains and a general sickness did 
not permit of any new areas being reserved. 

2. The surveying of Foi*ests to 4" to n mile scale was continued; thus 
Raipur Range is completed and a good progress made in Sojat Range. 

3. A timber depot was, remembering the wants of the agricultural 
population around, opened at Sojat and it promises to work well. 


CHAPTER I. 

Areas and Boundaries. 

4. There were no changes under this head and the area remained the

5. The work of replacing dry rubble masonry pillars by pitcca ones 
was again taken up and GO pillars in Godhwar ll.-ingc and 22 in Desuri Range 
were constructed @ a cost of 146 — 0 — 0. 

6. The /:uc/ia pillars were duly white-washed, renumbered and kept 
in good order. 


CHAPTER II. 

Surveying, Working plans and 
Flan of operations. 

7. The surveying of the Sojat Range forests was taken up during the 
year and 48 miles of traverse completed at a cost of Rs- 169-10-9. Desuri 
Range is already completed, work in Sojat Range is nearly over and ns soon 
as Godhwar Range is gone over next year the forests along Aravli shall have 
been surveyed so as to admit of regular Working Plans being framed. 
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8. The Desuri Provieional Working Plan could not be acted up to, 
the demand in timber as well as in fuel having, owing to the last famine, fallen 
away. The bad efiEects of the famine, which created a handy chance for tra- 
ders to stack in timber for some years to come, shall have for some time to be 
contended with. 

9. A Plan of operations was as usual prepared and acted up to. The 
exceptions were too few to claim mention. 

CHAPTER III. 

General protection and Breaches of the Iiaw. 

10. The rains this year were exceptionally heavy, although a little 
late. A splendid crop of grass and other fodder-welding shrubs came up, and 
left very little for the graziers to desire from the closed forests. 

11. The criminal tribes, as also Grrassias gave no great trouble conse- 
quent certainly upon the bumper crops, cultivated as well as forest. 

12 . 16 cases were sent to Hakumats and 50 pending from last year 
brought the total to 66 involving 151 persons. Of them 47 cases involving 
105 persons were disposed of. Convictions involved 28 persons. Of the above 
2 cases were tried by the Honorary Court of Raipur. 225 cases were compound 
ed departmeutally, as against 582 last year.

Grass and Grazing. 

14. As usual, the forests remained closed to the camels, sheep and goats 
through-out the year. The horned cattle were allowed to graze unrestricted as 
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stated iu para 20 of last year's report, till the rains set in in August, -when the 
usual restrictions "were resumed. , 

15. The privilege to cut grass had, owing to the inability, consequent 
upon general sickness, of the cultivators to avail themselves of it within the 
specified time, to be extended to end of the year. The restrictions however will 
be resumed next year.

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Forest Fires. 


18. The rains were unusually copious and brought out a heavy growth 
o£ grass and other rank vegetation inside as also outside the forests and the 
task of protecting the forests against fire seemed at one time so very difficult 
and trying. 

19. The last famine on one hand almost denuded the surrounding 
country of cattle and there was on the other enough grass for what remained 
outside the forests and thus no graziers went inside the forests which, through 
this natural state of affairs, remained practically free. 3 fires one in Behra 
(10 acres ) one in Desuri (50 acres) and the third in Barantia (160 acres) only 
occured. One has, hearing the above in mind, good ground to conclude that 
graziers, intentionally or othervise, cause the greater number of Forest fires. 


20. The work of cutting trees and shrubs from the main fire line be- 
tween Marwar and Meywar could not be under-taken owing to wsintof co-opera- 
tion on part of the Sleywar Jagirdarsof Rupnagar, Jhilwara, Amet and 
Dcogurh. 

Natural Reproduction. 

21. It was rather poor. The rains were sufficiently heavy and 
favourable for natural regeneration but the trees did not fruit last year so as to 
supply seed. They were, majority of them, lopped for the sake of fodder and 
had neither rains nor time to recuperate and bear seed. It was noteworthy that 
Dhau and Khair trees that seemed to all appcarence dried up were hardy enough 
to give shoots again.

— 100 acres in Mandigar forest were sown with 
Babul seed. It germinated well and the plants were doing alright as tlie year 
closed. 

24. The nurseries at Sewari and Thandiberi founded to supply mango 
plants to surrounding cultivators were kept up but the people were too im- 
poverished to take to planting on a respectable scale.

Last year was a famine, 
labour was extremely cheap and the wood traders had sagacity enough to store 
in timber for coming years. Both the purcha.scr3 and right-holders removed 
timber much below, as was expected, the average. The bad effects of the 
famine would continue to make themselves felt for 3 or 4 year.^

in pits at Ilomliawas, Barsan and Udesikuwa and Dhau, Jhinjha &c, at Bomadra 
and as the rains were copious, a splendid crop of Babul came up. The plants 
were doing well as the year .closed. 


60 At Bambholai khejra (P. Spicigera) was sown and Nim seed dibbled 
in at root of Thor (E. Nivulia) clumps and as these plants serve peculiarly as 
nurse to the former the Nim plants were well coming up. It is strongly re- 
commended so to dibble the seed wherever Thor clumps arc available. 

61. B.abul and Ehakra (Butia frondosa) were sown in pits at Nawa- 
gaon and they came out well. This area is a patch of Usar soil, situate just 
below Chopda Band and as the sub-soil water is in consequence near the surface, 
both the species grow well there. Babul may be grown with advsintage in 
similar situations, c. g. area just below Pichiak Bsind &c. 

62. The expenditure under this head amounted to Rs. 699/14/6. 


CHAPTER VII. 

Arboriculture. 

63. No new plantations or roads were taken in hand. 

64. 45 plants mostly Nim were put out iu plantations No. 8 & 9 and 
12 plants in the ground behind the Durbar Bungalow. The Race course had 
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to be planted afresh with 351 plants. There were 4663 plants at His Highness 
the Maharaja Sahib’s Bungalow at the dose of the year as below.

progress. 

65. There were 519 plants at Badabhakar as the year commenced. 
Further planting was stopped and the year dosed with 444 plants. 

66. There were 160 plants at Chapasni plantation as the year com- 
menced. Gaps were filled up as also new plants added, bringing the total to 200 
mangoes 167 Jamans and 91 other species. 

67. The Takhatsagar road had majority of its mangoes dried; they 
were replaced by Nim and Sires. The total number of trees on this road 
was 1,038. 

68. The gaps in Masuri, Jalori, Rawanki, Sojatia gate and Chand- 
mari roads were filled up with 1,353 plants. 

69. The planting of Trevor Fair grounds was maintained and gaps 
filled up. They had 1,179 plants as the year closed. Of these about 400 only 
received water. 

70. Plantations FTos. 1 to 7 as also the plantations Nos. 1 & 2 at 
Balsamand and those at Chhitar were looked after, but no new planting was 
done in these areas. 

71. The nurseries at plantations Nos. 7, 8 and Balsamand, Chapasni 
and Ratanada were kept up. They contained 5,085 plants, of which 450 were 
mangoes 300 Jamans, 2,950 Nim, 325 Shishum and 1,060 Sires. 

72. 21,690 plants received no watering while 10,371 did. 

73. The revenue from arboriculture came to Rs. 165/14/9 while the 
Expenditure amounted to Es. 9,294/3/- as under: —
